BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT 
WAYNE, INDIANA: 


SECTION 1. That the area described as follows is hereby designated an M-2 
(General Industrial) District under the terms of Chapter 157 Title XV of the Code of the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana of 1974: 

Part of the Northwest Quarter of Section 7, Township 30 North, Range 13 East 
of the Second Principle Meridian, Allen County, Indiana, more particularly 
described as follows: 

Beginning at a !4" steel rebar the intersection of the East right-of-way line of 
Lombard Street with the North right-of-way line of Reynolds Street as now 
established in the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana; thence north 89 degrees 40 
minutes 47 seconds East, a distance of 303.10 feet (305 feet deed) along said 
North right-of-way line to a 3/8" steel rebar; thence North 01 degrees 01 minutes 
29 seconds East, a distance of 285.66 feet to a 5/8" steel rebar set on the South 
right-of-way line of Molitor Street; thence North 88 degrees 30 minutes 00 
seconds West, a distance of 302.69 feet (302.5 feet deed) along said South right- 
of-way line to a 5/8" steel rebar set west of a concrete retaining wall on the East 
right-of-way line of said Lombard Street; thence South 01 degrees 05 minutes 25 
seconds West, a distance of 295.30 feet along said East right-of-way line to the 
Point of Beginning containing 2.020 acres more or less, subject to easements of 
record.

RESOLUTION OF ZONING ORDINANCE AMENDMENT RECOMMENDATION 


WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, on June 13, 1995 
referred a proposed zoning map amendment to the City Plan Commission which proposed 
ordinance was designated Bill No. Z-95-06-07: and, 

WHEREAS, the required notice of public hearing on such proposed ordinance has been 
published as required by law; and, 

WHEREAS, the City Plan Commission conducted a public hearing on such proposed 
ordinance on June 19, 1995. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the City Plan Commission does hereby 
recommend that this ordinance be returned to the Common Council with a DO PASS 
recommendation based on the Commission’s following "Findings of Fact". 

(1) the grant will not be injurious to the public health, safety, morals, and general welfare 
of the community: 

(2) the use or value of the area adjacent to the property included in the rezoning will not 
be affected in a substantially adverse manner; 

(3) the need for the rezoning arises from some condition peculiar to the property involved 
and the condition is not due to the general conditions of the neighborhood; 

(4) the strict application of the terms of the zoning ordinance will constitute an unusual 
and unnecessary hardship if applied to the property for which the rezoning is sought; and, 

(5) the grant does not interfere substantially with the comprehensive plan adopted under 
the 500 series of the metropolitan development law. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Secretary is hereby directed to present a copy of 
this resolution to the Common Council at its next regular meeting.

In accordance with Title 865, Article 1, Rule 12, Section 1 through 29 
of the Indiana Administrative Code, the following report is submitted 
regarding the various uncertainties in the locations of the lines and 
corners established on this parcel as a result of: 

a) Variances in the reference monuments; 

b) Discrepancies in the record descriptions and plats; 

c) Inconsistencies in lines of occupation; 

d) Random Errors in.Measurement (Theoretical Uncertainty); 

The Theoretical Uncertainty due to random errors in measurement of the 
cc .ners of this survey is within the specifications for a Class B 
Survey (0.25 feet) as defined in lAC 865. 

The survey of the 2.020 acre tract, is a resurvey of the same parcel 
surveyed by Keith E. Moody and dated August 23, 1977. 

The two monuments located on the south line of this tract are believed 
to be original monuments called for on the earlier 1977 survey. The 
deed dimension given for this south line is 305 feet but the earlier 
1977 survey calls for a dimension of 303 feet on this south line which 
is nearly in agreement with the 303.10 feet distance measured on this 
south line. 

Recorded dimensions, that were in agreement with the earlier 1977 
survey, and angles given on the earlier 1977 survey were used to 
establish and monument the two northerly corners of this 2.020 acre 
tract. The 5/8" steel rebar set at the Northwest corner of this tract, 
was placed 0.19 feet West of its original location so as not to 
cconflict with a concrete retaining wall (which did not exist during 
the earlier 1977 survey) and to better agree with the east right-of-way 
line of Lumbard Street. 

Lots 25, 36, 35, and the west 14' of lot 34 were found monumented as 

noted on the survey. 

Shortages in measured distances compared to platted dimensions, exist 
in the overall block, which shorten the widths of the north/south 14' 
alley and Lot 35 and the south end of Lot 25, very slightly. 


As a result of the above findings, it is my opinion that the 
uncertainties in the locations of the lines and corners of this 
surveyed parcel are as follows: 

Due to Variances in reference monuments: 3.09' in an e/w 

direction on the north lines of Lots 35, 36 & the adjoining 14' alley 

2.83' in an e/w 

direction on the south lines of Lots 35, 36 8 the adjoining 14' alley 

1.18' in an e/w 

direction on the south lines of Lots 25, S the adjoining 14' alley
